The Church of England and the 
the doctrine and regulation of the Church 
of England were adopted in Ireland. The 
Irish canons disappeared entirely after that 
date. That went on until 1869, when the 
Church was disestablished. They did away 
with the union, and with the powers which 
the bishops and heads of the Church had. 
The Church m Ireland was re-established on 
a voluntary basis. They made canons of 
their own, but there was no reference to the 
former canons already referred to by him. 
It was known that up to 1913 the teachers in 
the Erasmus Smith Schools had to sign the 
two canons which disappeared in 1800.

Macaulay said that to learn a new language 
was &a very great interest and a gain in 
life, and for those who loved their native 
land—-and they were all very patriotic—-a 
knowledge of the Irish language would be an 
exceptional gain. He co tulated those 

irls of the Rutland School who had taken 

onovrs in the language, and said that there 

was not the name of a town, townland or 
station that wouid not, if they knew Irish, 
give them a thrill of romance and history 
every time they saw or heard the name. 

“Bat this compulsion to learn Irish im- 
posed by the authorities is, I believe, likely 
to defeat the very end they have in view 
by really tending to make the Irish language 
an unpopular subject with young people. 
Coercion is a hated word in this State of 
ours, and it is a rightly hated word. There 
is a coercion of a kind that is as exasperat- 
ing and creates as many rebels as coercion 
in politics or social life 

“An unfortunate result of this kind of 
coercion, I fear, will be that many pupils 
who would like to stay for. their cheat life 
in the Free State the land of their birth. 
will be tempted, if this thing goes on in 
this. relentless way, to escape across the 
border or across the Channel.”’ 

Dr. Macaulay congratulated those students 
who had been successful in their academic 
studies, and referred with satisfaction to the 
various social interests of the pupils, 

“I am sure,” he added, ‘‘that the school 
is gaining more, perhaps, than is realised 
by these broadening interests. [ do not 
think that a greater testimony could be given 
to the whole spirit of Rutland School life, 
and the atmosphere in which the pupils are 
living and learning their lessons than to be 
able to report that the year has been one 
of ‘calm and happy development.’ ’’

Srr,—I wish to add a few words that will 
bear out the complaint made by Sir John 
Keane in the Dail regarding the gravé loss 
and inconvenience caused to the business 
community as*a result of the Government’s 
impetuous and ill-thought tariff policy. On 
making an application to the local Customs 
authorities regarding the importation of 
patented machinery parts, I was courteously 
advised to write to the Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce, when a licence to import, free 
of duty, would be granted. This I did, the 
first week in October. To this application 1 
received no reply or acknowledgment. After 
writing again, Í received a letter in reply, 
stating that “there appears to be no reasun 
why the articles in question should not be 
obtained from sources to which the duties 
did not apply.” Then followed by every 
other post sheaves of addresses of German, 
Czechoslovakian, Dutch -and Swedish 
machinery manufacturers. 

I am now informed, nearly three months 
after my hrst application, that, if I tell the 
Ministry exactly what my wants are, the 
Minister will be prepared to recommend the 
issue of a licence. Meantime my factory has 
been held up for the want of the articles 
which I wish to import, which are the 
patented products of English machinery manu- 
tacturers, and, of course, cannot be made by 
others. 1 do not blame the over-worked 
Customs officials, who, in well-nigh im- 
possible circumstances, are doing their best. 
it is time, however, that representatives of 
the business community ventilated their very 
real grievances as a result of an insane tariff 
policy.

CROSSING THE ROOFS. 


Evidence was given that Coen, in a state- 
ment made to Detective Inspector McGloin, 
said that he left Mullingar on October 17th 
and came to Dublin. On the night of the 19th 
October he visited Barnes's public-house. After 
a conversation with Barnes he decided to 
“do' McDowell's jewellery establishment, 
as he believed that it was a lock-up shop. 
On the following Saturday night he got into 
McDowell's establishment from a laneway off 
Marlborough street. To do this he had to 
cross the roofs of several houses. He removed 
the slates from the roof of McDowell's, and, 
breaking his way through the ceiling, entered 
the shop and took the jewellery from the 
window and also from a case. He tore some 
of the cloth off a desk, rolled the jewellery in 
it, and took it out by the way in which he 
got in. 

“I then entered the offices of the Irish- 
American Oil Company by lifting up a window 
at the rear of the office, and took an overcoat, 
attaché case and paper knife. I put the 
jewellery in the attaché case, and remained 
there until 5.30 a.m.” 

He then went to the Midland Hotel, 
Dominick street, and went to bed. That after- 
noon he went to Barnes’s, and gave him four 
or five watches, and got about £3 in return. 
Some time later he brought a lot of jewellery 
to Barnes, and said that he wanted some 
money to go to England. He gave Barnes 
more jewellery for £6 or £7. 


‘ WHEN I GOT MARRIED.” 


“Then I got married,’’ the statement added, 
‘‘and a few days later I went to Galway. 
[ sold one of the watches to a pawnbroker in 
Galway for £2, and another to a jeweller for 
£3 15s. I then returned to Dublin, and left 
Dublin a few days afterwards fer London, 
taking the remainder of the jewellery—160 
watches and 16 rings—with me. I pawned 
the watches in various pawn offices in 
London.”’ 

Detectiva James Brady seid that during the 
past week he had: been in London collecting 
watches from fourteen pawn offices, 

Mr. Clarke, in asking that the accused men 
should be returned for trial, said that the case 
was a very serious one, and if a jury found 
them guilty they would have to serve Jong 
terms of imprisonment.

IRISH ARCHITECTS’ 
DINNER. 


MILLIONS TO BE SPENT 
ON HOUSING. 


aka 

Speaking at the annual dinner oí the Royal 
Institute oí the Architects of Ireland, which 
was held last night at 8 Merrion square, 
Dublin, Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly, Vice-President 
of the Executive Council, said that he could 
not pretend to more than a layman’s know- 
ledge of architecture, though he had always 
taken a great interest in it. In his present 
position as Minister for Local Government he 
was, however, brought very much into con- 
tact with architecture, especially as regards 
the problem of housing. 

There was at the present moment, he con- 
tinued, a great opportunity for making the 
architecture of the country more beautiful 
than it had been heretofore. Ireland boasted 
of great natural beauties, but the beauties 
which were not of nature were not so 
numerous, and even Dublin was not so dis- 
tinguished by good architecture as a city 
of its age should be.able to boast. 

In the future, however, there were many 
opportunities. Millions of pounds were going 
t> be spent on housing, and the architects 
had a great chance of ensuring that the 
houses which would be built would be things 
of beauty rather than eyesores. Much money 
would also be spent in the building of 
hospitals, and here there was even more scope 
for good architecture than in ordinary 
housing. 

“There should be no need," said Mr. 
O'Kelly, amidst laughter, “why the exterior 
of a hospital should remind us of the things 
which are happening inside.’ 


CORPORATION’S BIG PROPOSAL. 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin also referred 
to the question of housicg, and said that 
Dublin was very fortunate ir having a “live 
wire’’ as their City Manager. As a result 
of his enthusiasm the Corporation had set 
up a special department to deal with the 
housing problem, and it was doing excellent 
work, 

One of the problems of the present time in 
Dublin was the influx of people from the 
country in search of employmént, who made 
the situation much worse. He hoped that 
in the next fiye years the Corporation would 
be able to erect 2,000 houses per year, and at 
the moment preparations had been completed 
for the building of five thousand new houses 

He referred to the question of the tene- 
ment houses, and said that one of their diffi- 
culties was that of preserving these houses 
from decay until it was possible to provide 
houses in their place. Alternative accom: 
modation was oneo of their most acute 


for the present to make any marked im 
provement in conditions. The question of 
housing, in his opinion, would be in existence 
for the next twenty years. 


MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING. 

Sir Raymond Unwin, President of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, said 
that it gave him great pleasure to be present 
in Ireland again. He was, he said, one of 
those who believed in differences, and he 
could not say that he disapproved altogether 
of the Tower of Babel. (Laughter.) It 
was fitting that every country should de- 
velop its characteristics along its own lines; 
it was much preferable to a general level of 
dull uniformity. At the same time, co- 
operation and mutual understanding between 
the various nations was never so nécessary 
as at the present time.

From Our Corresponpent. 
CORK, Thureday. 


Public bodies in Cork haye completed their 
arrangements for the provision of extra em- 
ployment during the Christmas period. ‘the 
Harbour Board has 22 extra hands engaged 
on relief work at Tivoli, and hopes shortly 
to double that number. The Corporation has 
launched a considerable numer of Christmas 
relief works, in addition to ordinary work 
for unemployed, at Mayfield, and no fewer 
than 400 men have been engaged for the 
period. 

The General Post Office here, which is just 
beginning to experience the Christmas rush, 
has taken on nearly 150 extra postmen, and 
further employment has been afforded, by 
which 80 men benefit, in excavating opera- 
tions and laying foundations on the site of a 
new housing scheme in the North-West 
Ward. . 

Cork County Council. to-day considered the 
formulation of a county scheme of relief works 
to be undertaken out of relief grant money. 

Mr. Maurice Murphy placed before the 
Council a draft scheme embracing such 
specific items as draining and reclamation of 
land, liming, tree planting, sanitary works, 
water and sewerage works, and also cul-de- 
sac roads. He took for his basis a grant of 
£100,000, and suggested percentage alloca- 
tions for each item. 

The scheme then was discussed in great 
detail, and eventually it was agreed that 50 
per cent. of the grant should be allocated to 
roads, and that the remainder be apportioned 
as follows :—15 per cent. of the total to farm 
drainage, 5 per cent. to reclamation, 10 per 
cent. to arterial drainage, 15 per cent, to 
lime and sand, and 5 per cent. to marine 
works. i 

During the discussion the Chairman said 
that the Council already had got about 
£12,000 out of the £150,000 available, and 
it was contemplated to increase the latter 
figure to £300,000 for the whole county, so 
that the Council might count on getting 
another £12,000. 

Mr. Maurice Murphy: visualised the possi- 
bilities of County Cork’s share going as high 
as £80,000. 

It was decided to send the adopted percent- 
age scale to the Ministry for sanction, and, 
on receipt of the sanction, to consider the 
works to which the money would be applied. 

The Council also discussed the question of 
providing a loan of £50,000 for the purpose 
of giving assistance for housing under the 
Small Dwellings Acquisition Act. The ques- 
tion was viewed in the light of the possi- 
bility of issuing stock, but after a debate 
the Council was almost unanimous in agree- 
ing not to make an issue of stock, but to 
request the Government to issue a loan from 
the Local Loans Fund at,a low rate ol 
interest, repayable in 55 years.

INCREASING CIRCULATION, 

Mr. Walter Harrison, President of. the 
Newspaper Society, said that the newspaper 
to-day was expected by the public to offer 
in its columns much more than ordinary news 
reports, and among the additional features 
were newspaper competitions which provided 
harmless and inexpensive amusement. To 
regard all such competitions as gambling, or 
as tending to create or strengthen the gamb- 
ling spirit is, the Society suggested, to strain 
the argument to absurdity. 

To obtain a constantly increasing circula- 
tion certain newspapers felt that it was 
always necessary to surpass any offer made 
by their contemporaries, and thus there wasa 
state of unrestricted competition. 

As a result some newspapers which did not 
approve of competitions with excessive prizes 
were none the less forced to join.in the race. 
The Society considered that some limitation 
was desirable. 


THE IRISH SWEEPSTAKES. 

Mr. Harrison said it was difficult to define 
accurately the percentage of chance involved 
in any particular competition, An extreme 
example was the offer for a correct guess ot 
the scores in each of the four innings of a 
Test match. A conservative estimate of the 
odds against any single coupon winning was 
62,500,000,000. 

The Chairman asked Mr. Harrison did he 
think it would be too strict a law if news- 
papers were told that. they must not publish 
anything at all about illegal lotteries, and he 
replied he was speaking for a large group, 
and he thought that they would welcome it. 

The results of the lrish Sweepstakes, and 
similar draws, were of the utmost public 
interest. Could it be seriously suggested 
that newspapers should not publish the news? 

It would be reform, if reform be needed, 
from the wrong end. If the law effectively 
stopped the sale of tickets in Britain it would 
be a different matter.

The Free State’s Default. 


Yesterday a supplementary British 
estimate was issued for the sum of 
£21,420,955. Most of this money was needed 
for purposes of the Ministry of Labour;

As a result of the Free State 
Government’s deliberate default, there is 
an estimated deficiency on the Land 
Purchase Fund of £2,966,000.

Nobody could 
expect the British taxpayer to allow the 
Free State to default without some effort 
to recover his losses; and he has dis- 
covered an easy, as well as an éfficient, 
method to recoup himself. A _ tariff of 
forty per cent. has been imposed on all 
goods entering Great Britain or Northern 
Ireland from the Free State. At first a 
twenty per cent. tariff was imposed; but 
the British authorities found that this 
impost was not sufficiently heavy to 
provide the necessary sums for the 
Exchequer, and they decided to double 
it. If the forty per cent. tariff proves to 
be too small, it, too, will be increased. The 
tariff is serving a double purpose. It is 
collecting the moneys in default, and it is 
giving the British farmer a chance to 
establish himself in his own market. 
From the Irish point of view the latter 
purpose is the more dangerous.

Strife of Tongues. 


Ten years- ago, when the first broadcast 
programmes were sent out in these 
islands, a few warning voices were raised 
in the general chorus of acclamation. 
Those who at that time had the hardihood 
to suggest that the new invention might 


have had their reward this week—a cry 
of alarm raised in England at ‘he 
discovery that this early misgiving has 
been justified. A decade of standardised 
English poured out from the broadcasting 
stations has had its inevitable effect upon 
local idiom and intonation. It is true 
that, so far, provincial listeners have 
been quite unaware of the insM.ous 
influence. They have modified their modes 
of speech unconsciously, and, if the pro- 
cess were to continue on its present lines, 
they would lose their accents by degrees 
and scarcely would realise that they had 
lost them. Within the last few months, 
however, the attack upon dialect has come 
into the open.’ A’ series of broadcast 
lessons in English speech has been devised 
with the express purpose of .standardisa- 
tion, and pupils of elementary schools all 
over the country are taught from week to 
week to make every effort to rid them- 
selves of the unseemly burr or the uncouth 
shibboleths of their districts. We under- 
stand and sympathise with those who have 
protested. An honest dialect. is no dis- 
grace to any man, and the days, surely, 
are past when it could be a handicap in 
either commerce or society. Moreover, 
differences in speech have a positive 
charm, as every Irishman knows who 
has come home after a long sojourn 
among cockneys. Yet we are inclired, 
regretfully, to agree with the wireless 
educationalist who says: “ It is use- 
less to deplore the passing of the 
country dialects.” The British Isles have 
had their fun in their broadcast pro- 
grammes and in their cinemas, and they 
must pay for it. We could bear the sad 
fate of dialect in England with greater 
composure were it not so intimately con- 
nected with the downfall of the. brogues 
of our own country. If all England 
becomes standardised in speech—we say 
nothing of Scotland, where the schools 
stand suspiciously aloof from broadcast 
educational schemes—what will become 
of the Kerry sing-song, the twang of the 
Antrim road? To pretend that Ireland is 
not affected by Portland place and by 
Hollywood is idle. Unless we are willing 
to throw over two of the greatest inven- 
tions that have given pleasure to man, we 
shall lose our turns of speech despite the 
highest tariff walls. We may make our- 
selves a nation of Irish speakers, but can 
we be sure that our resuscitated tongue 
will not be taught with the standardised 
accent of the Gaeltacht? 


A Roman Street. 


In any part of London the workman’s 
spade is apt to strike history. A few days 
ago builders’ excavations on a site: in 
Lime street, E.C.—the heart of the City— 
revealed a Roman street. The diggers, 
working at a depth of sixteen feet below 
the present pavement, came upon a mass 
of organised road material—relics of a 
road that had been in continuous use for, 
perhaps, three centuries. Its age is 
determined approximately by fragments 
of pottery which have been found beneath 
the lowest stratum of road material. One 
piece of Samian ware belongs to the 
Claudius-Nero period (circa A.D. 45-65) ; | 
and others were stamped with the names 
of potters whose wares are known to have 
been in circulation about A.D. 70. From 
these dates a writer in The Times advances 
an interesting and reasonable speculation. 
As schoolboys know—or ought to know— 
Boadicea, ‘‘ bleeding from the Roman 
rods,’’ destroyed London by fire in A.D. 
61. No doubt, the first Roman London 
was a small and hastily-built town ; and, 
after Boadicea’s onslaught, the Romans 
decided to build a real and well-planned 
city—just as, sixteen hundred years later, 
modern London emerged from the ruins 
of the Great Vire. Research in recent 
years has given us a fairly clear picture of 
that statelier Roman London which 
flourished for three centuries until the 
last legion was withdrawn, It had wide 
and well-planned streets, a great basilica, 
or town halJ, and its surrounding wall 
was three miles in length. This newly- 
discovered street seems to have been a 
part of the reconstructed city which came 
into being in the seventies and eighties of 
the first century. The street, some thirty 
feet wide, started from the basilica (near 
the present Bank of England), and fur- 
ther excavations may disclose that it ran 
southward to the Roman bridge over 
the Thames and northward to Bishops- 
gate. Thus it may have been the main 
north-to-south' thoroughfare of Roman 
London—such «a straight and unihter- 
rupted road as is the dream of London’s 
most modern town-planners.

cdehet has been regarded as the highest 
honour by composers of every country on 
earth. Of late years opera in Great Britain 
has fallen on evil days. Many attempts 
have been made to create a national opera. 
in England ; but the lure of the cinemato- 
graph and the popular theatre has been 
too great, with the result that opera has 
been ‘eft to the tender mercies of the pre- 
tentious rich and to the penurious en- 
thusiasm of the cultured poor. Britain 
never has taken kindly to opera; but 
Ireland, on the other hand, has a genuine 
love of it. In the old days the visits 
of the great companies to Dublin were 
rewarded by packed houses, and even 
nowadays, when such visits are exceed- 
ingly rare, even mediocre companies 
can be sure of a good reception. 
The passing of Covent Garden would be 
regretted deeply in Ireland; for every 
Irish ‘music-lover regards a visit to the 
Royal Opera House almost as a pious 


pilgrimage.

| N moving the second reading of the Hous- 


ing (Financial Provisions) Bill, in the 

House of Commons to-day, Sir Hilton 
Young (Minister of Health) explained oka 
the measure proposed that no further sub- 
sidies should is granted, except as respected 
houses built in pursuance of proposals sub- 
mitted to the Minister before the introduc- 
tion of the bill. Instead, local authorities 
and county councils would have power, sub- 
ject to certain conditions, to undertake to 
cuaranteé the repayment to building societies 


of advances made by them to their members 


for the purpose of building, or acquiring, 
houses, It was contemplated that advances 
under the guarantee would be made up to 
90 per cent. of the value of the houses, in- 
stead of the normal limit of 70 per cent. 

Subsidies, he said, were expensive, and 
diverted public money, which was: badly 
needed for other purposes. ‘They also had 
the effect of raising costs, What was mostly 
wanted at the present time was three- 
bedroomed non-parlour houses. In 1930, 
such a house was estimated to cost £351. 

In September last, owimg to the fall in 
costs, such a house could be built for £295, 
and the all-in cost, including interest on 
borrowed money for a house built by local 
authorities, was now as low as £360. This 
would permit of a weekly rent of only five 
pence more than the standard rent under 
the subsidy. The fall in building cost, and 
the value of money, furnished a most favour- 
able opportunity ‘for returning to unaided 
private enterprise. At the” present time the 
rate at which private enterprise was supply- 
ing houses. was increasing, and the conclu- 
sion he drew from that was that private 
enterprise was ready and eager to provide the 
houses which were needed. 

He was convinced that any apprenhension 
of a danger that this bill might be attended 
with a re-formation of new slums was abso- 
lutely without foundation. The slum .ev}! 
had been barely scratched, and the cessation 
of the subsidy must be looked upon as a re- 
newal of the effort to remove the menace of 
the slums. He asked the House to look 
upon this occasion as a declaration of war 
upon the slums,*in which they must aim a 
shot at each slum house, and knock it down. 
He had come to the conclusion that a maxi- 
mum of 12,000 houses a year might be 
cleared. 

Rural housing was a special problem, and 
there would. be no cessation of the high 
grants made for the clearing of rural slums. 
They proposed to concentrate on the re-con- 
ditioning of agricultural labourers’ cottages, 
and not upon the provision of week-end 
cottages for ‘Ke well to do. 


LABOUR’S OBJECTION. 

Mr. Arthur Greenwood (Labour) described 
as absurd the clearance of slums at a maxi- 
mum of 12,000 houses a year. The whole bill 
was a complete reversal of post-war housing 
policy, and it left the solution of the housing 
problem to the speculative builders—the very 
people who had created the problem. Private 
enterprise had never solved the working-class 
housing problem, and never would. He 
moved an amendment refusing a second read- 
ing to the bill. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain dealt with the 
slum problem in his own constituency of Bir- 
mingham, and suggested that they should 
have reconditioning in the towns, instead of 
waiting for the slums to be cleared away and 
new houses to be built according to the new 
standard. Why, he asked, should anyone 
who lived in slum conditions vote for him 
or his party? If he had to live in such con- 
ditions he did not think his head would 
govern his actions. He should feel that there 
was something rotten in the state of things 


which permitted such conditions to exist. He 
implored the Minister to do something imme- 


diately to alleviate the conditions in which 
thousands of their fellow-beings were living— 
conditions which almost drew tears from 
those who saw them. 

Miss Rathbone admitted that there was a 
case for a new housing policy, but said that 
Sir Hilton Young’s remedy was like cutting 
off a person’s head to relieve an aching tooth. 
She Sail with the policy of dispensing 
with the subsidy altogether. It should be 
used for, the benefit. of those originally in- 
tended to benefit by it—the people with a 
genuine inability to pay an economic rent.

When dark- 
ness. fell the powerful. lights of the aero- 
drome were switched on, and the crowd 
remained until the message was received 
that Mrs. Mollison had delayed her start 
from Beni Ounif.

(b) No percentage increase can be 
arrived at grade by grade, as the tendency 
in recent years has been to degrade, rather 
than to promote men. In some instances 
railway employés have lost half 
wages through being degraded within the 
last year. 

(c). Whatever the financial position of 
the lines, the saving of £200,000 within 
the next year on wages, while it will con- 
siderably injure purchasing power, will be 
off-set, according to the companies them- 
selves, by an increase of a quarter of a 
million in- expenditure owing to the 
economic dispute, and by a fall of half a 
million in receipts. The saving on wages 
cannot, therefore, avert financial collapse 


except another £550,000 can be found.

IMPORTANCE OF LIVE-STOCK 
INDUSTRY. 


- 


R. BAGWELL said that the real 
M economic problem and crisis with 
which the country was faced was the 
export trade of livé animals—a trade that 
exceeded the value of all other exports. That 
trade was now being conducted at a loss, 
and there was no economy in reduced imports 
that would go to meet that loss. The situa- 
tion created in the country by the present 
bill and other measures was like unto the 
condition of Rome—while Nero fiddled Rome 
was burning. 

Referring to the milling of wheat and the 
flour that it would produce, he said that the 
result would be that both bakers’ and home- 
made bread would become less digestible and 
less attractive, while as to the alleged in- 
crease of employment that the bill would 
create, it ioe be virtually negligible. 

In his opinion, the bill, so far as it was an 
attempt to ease the economic crisis and put 
things right, would be worthless. There was 
considerable opposition to the measure, a 
great deal of which was due to the fact that 
the bill would start so many things that 
could not be easily withdrawn if the measure 
did not operate successfully. The bill com- 
mitted them to certain courses of action 
which would seriously affect trade. and 
vested interests. 

Mr. THOMAS LINEHAN said that as a 
farmer and wheat grower he regarded the bill 
as the most important measure that had ever 
come before the House. It was making a 
beginning of a policy to enable the country 
to become independent of other-countries for 
its food. In 1928 that House unanimousiy 
passed a resolution favouring the extension of 
wheat-growing owing to the huge quantities 
of foreign wheat and flour that were coming 
into the country, which, notwithstanding the 
suggestion to the contrary, was a proof of the 
usefulness of the Senate. 

As a proof that wheat suitable for milling 
could be grown in this country he said that 
at the Cork Exhibition this year twenty-three 
different iinds of wheat were grown, and 
the yield ranged from 365 ewits, to 164 cwts. 
per statute acre. He could not see any 
difficulty in having a cattle and tillage busi- 
ness going on handinhand. The wheat scheme 
would give the people an opportunity of pro- 
viding another livelihood if anything came 
along to upset the cattle trade. He was 
afraid much of the opposition fo the bill was 


due to the feeling in some people's minds that | 
| thing they produced. 


nothing good was grown in Ireland and that 
the foreign article was superior. 


LABOUR VIEW. 
Mr. THOMAS JOHNSON said that this 


bill was more significant than seemed to be 
appreciated. It embodied an idea, which he 
thought was essential, having regard to the 
future of the country, and the idea of 
national developmegt as against development 
by individuals. Embodied in the. bill there 
was a principle which would have to be ex- 
tended if the country was to survive as an 
economic entity.. He assumed that there 
was unanimity among all parties as to the 
‘desirability of extending agriculture, which 
would include pastural development. The 
former Minister for Agriculture relied upon 
education and a propagandist policy, trust- 
ing to an improvement in the quality of the 
produce and the development: of the market 
across the water. The result had been a de- 
cline over the period from 1922 to 1932 in 
corn, root, and green crops of eighteen per 
cent., and in the cattle population of eight 
per cent. In face of that decline some new 
orientation of policy was necessary. 

The Government appeated to have con- 
cluded that the development of wheat-growing 
was a desirable change, and a vital reason 
for that was that, if the farmer could pro- 
duce wheat of a millable quality, there was 
a home market for it 

The development of the wheat policy would 
necessitate a change in the milling system, 
and he did not think that the people’s 
appetite should be controlled by a particular 
type of mill and machine that had been 
found commercially economical.” He was fon- 
‘ fident that modern agricultural science would 
produce wheat to withstand the pecubiarities 
of the climate. The more successful this 
ccuntry was agriculturally the more ‘im- 
portant would it be to have at the same‘ time 
a national development policy on a censt#uc- 
tive principle to secure the national econ@my. 


IMPORTED WHEAT, , 


Mr. DOWDALL said that the countr¥had 
been importing wheat and flour to the value 
of seven millions a year, for which they had 
to pay by exporting agricultural produce, 
but for every pound’s worth of their own 
goods they got only 13s. to 15s. in the wheat- 
growing countries. Opponents of the bill 
seemed to be strangely ignorant or forgetful 


of what had happened there during the last. 


five years—a cross-Channel firm acquiring ap- 
proximateiy one-third of the milling capacity 
of the country and yirtually dictating the 
milling policy, so much so that some inde- 
set and relatively affluent millers were

SUITABILITY OF CLIMATE. 


_ Mr. DUFFY, welcoming the bill, said that 
if it put people back into the land to grow 
food for the population it would have 
achieved a good deal towards remedying a 
most unsatisfactory state of affairs which had 
existed for the past seventy years. This 
country, he said, was in every way suitable 
for wheat-growing. Crops gave an average 
yield of twenty-one ‘eee to the acre, 
while the yield in Canada was nine hushels. 
The result of the bill would, he believed. be 
an mecrease in the production of store cattle, 
and he also believed that England would 
require them. Cattle production did not

VANISHING MAREETS. 


Mr. WILSON said that it was necessary 
that they should grow wheat, but unless 
something was done no one would. grow 
wheat was not grown was because it was not 
Wwhea was not grown was because it was not 
a paying proposition.

From the speeches 
he had heard, it was evident to him that 
there were two kinds of farmers—those who 
believed that if. the bill went through there 
would be terrible consequences, and those 
who believed that it would benefit the 
country. He believed that this country could 
produce food for four times the present 
population, This bill, he said, did not make 
tillage compulsory, but it was intended to 
encourage the production of wheat without 
any compulsion whatever.

ARGUMENTS, 


Mr. JOSEPH DOHERTY said that there 
were four arguments advanced against the 
bill: (1) That this country could not grow 
wheat; (2) that if it could, it could not be 
grown economically; (ó) that, if it could bé 
prawn iy oa á: it could. not produce 
wead; (4) that, if it did produce bread, the 
bread could not be eaten unless the people 
were content to suffeer from indigestion.

If they had a Cumann ná 
nGaedheal Government in power in fayour of 
free. trade did any one think that the Free 
State farmers could sell butter in» England 
in competition with Australia and New 
Zealand’?

NO SACRIFICE.

‘The committee declared against State 
ownership of ‘railways, or State control o 
transport generally. Railway: charges for 
transport of agricultural. products and. re- 
quirement. cotild not, the committee states, 
be deemed’ fair in view of .the fall in prices 
for. such . produce. ats 

It. was desirable to encourage the public to 
send goods: by rail, but any legislation tend- 
ing to force traffic back to the railways must, 
they think, fail. The method recent] 
adopted of collection end delivery from rail 
heads was worth extending.

LOST EMPLOYMENT. 
The committee in some general remarks 


states that 
the bogey of n-a employment must be taken 
at its face value More persons have lost employ- 
ment through the fall of prices of agricultural 
products than are on the full wage ‘roll of the 
railways and canals. 

History repeats itself and traffic, goes back 
%o the roads for the ‘same. reasons for which it 
left the roads in 1840. It-is -smeedier, more con- 
venient, and thereby less. -xpensive. Irish rati- 
way interests wish to sucrifice agriculture twice 
in a century. : ; 

“The railways serve only.a fraction of Ireland. 
By far the greater portion of the countty was, 
and is still, neglected Industrial and agricaltura! 
possibilities, miles from the nearest »tailway 
station, were not considered when Irish railway 
systems were being planned, The aim was fo 
provide a system: te distribute foreign goods ta 

pulous centres. Ireland cannot make good 
ndustrially or agriculturally on such a system. 


OTHER ASPECTS. 


“There are three other aspects of the transport 
problem worthy of notice: (1) If prices of food- 
stuffs. have fallen, such as bacon, beef, mutton, 
butter and eggs, mi'k, etc. it would be interesting 
to learn who gets the benefits? Lower prices 
surely mean lower costs of living. This is a 
guestion agriculture cannot be expected to answer. 
(2) Agriculture may not choose to bully a Govern- 
ment which endeavours to le fair to all interests 
with threats of a nation-wide stoppage of work. 
It may even accept with resignation gnd humility 
transport conditions imposed at the point of the 
proverbial gun. (3) It should be borne in mind 
that the people in agricultute—ar even in trans- 
port if they were to change "places—cannot pay 
1918-20 charges out of 1932-35 income.  Conse- 
quently, traffic will, wnder sech conditions, grow 
constantly less if agricujitare cannot find a trans- 
port whose charges are in complete sympathy with 
commodity prices 

“Finally, we are fully satisfied that there is 
no solution of preseat transport difficulties to be 
found in (a) nationalisation, State control, or 
State ownership; (b) nor in legislative enact- 
ments restricting the freedom of the individual 
in the cheice of methods. by which he would 
effect the transport of his goods, 

“There are two methods by which the older 
transport systems might possibly maintain the 
desired conditions. One is to bring commodity 
prices. up. to. the level prevailing. in the post-war 
period 1918 16 1921; the other is to bring down 
transport charges in sympathy with agricultural 
rices.””

DELIBERATE. 


The duty was deliberate, and followed on a 
decision of the Government, not due to pres- 
sure from any outside source.

Mr. Martin “Maguire, K.C., and Mr. J. 
McCarthy {instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), prosecuted, while Mr. Edmond 
Lupton, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. Gerald 
Byrne and Co.) appeared for the defence. 


QUESTION OF JURISDICTION. 

Counsel for the defence resumed his sub- 
mission to the Court, which, he contended, 
had no jurisdiction to try the cases, so that 
the defendants were in illegal custody. He 
held that the Dublin District Justice was 
not entitled to issue a warrant for an arrest 
in Salford, so that, despite the fact that the 
warrant was backed by the Salford mazgis- 
trates, it was a bad warrant. This applied 
particularly in the case of Nolan. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., replying for 
the State, said that he held, with greatest 
confidence, that an outrage had been com- 
mitted against the law which had set up the 
sweepstake. That outrage ought not to go 
unpunished - while the persons who perpe- 
trated it were in Court, and properly within 
the jurisdiction of the Court. 

At the conclusion of the legal argument 
Judge Davitt said that he ic adjourn the 
Court for lunch, and give his decision re- 
garding the points raised after the interval. 


JUDGE'S DECISION. 

On the resumption, the Judge said that 
jurisdiction was conferréd on-the Court by 
the Courts: of Justice ‘Act, 1924. With re- 
gard to the prisoner, Simmonds, he was 
satisfied that he had jurisdiction, as the 
offences with which she was. charged were 
alleged to have been committed within the 
jurisdiction.» As regards Nolan, he was not 
prepared to accept it that this prisoner was 
charged with committing a crime actually 
within the jurisdiction. He had not been 
arrested. within the jurisdiction, and he did 
not reside within it. But, under Section 7 
of the Accessories. Act, 1861, the offences 
charged became a matter of inquiry. It was 
part of the substance of the low when the 
Irish Free State was estabilshed, and it had 
been adapted by the Adaptation of Enact- 
ments Act.. It meant, whatever might be 
the consequences, whether the Statute might 
or might not be Constitutional, that he had 
jurisdiction to try Nolan. If he was wrong 
the matter could be taken further. But, on 
the point of jurisdiction, the Court had juris- 
diction to try Nolan for the offences charged, 
as well as Simmonds. He would, accord 
ingly, allow the whole bill to go before the 
jury.
